Floods  chased  hundreds  of  people 
_  from  their  homes  Monday  in  Texas 
“  and  Oklahoma,  where  a  week  of  vio¬ 
lent  thunderstorms  and  tornadoes 
has  damaged  millions  of  dollars  in 
property. 

People  in  some  communities  scram¬ 
bled  onto  rooftops  and  climbed  trees 
to  escape  the  water  as  National  Guard 
helicopters  and  police  boats  plucked 
others  to  safety. 

At  least  10  deaths  have  been 
blamed  on  the  storms,  which  spread 
Monday  from  the  Mexican  border  in 
Texas  to  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  with 
powerful  winds,  blinding  rain  and  hail 
as  big  as  baseballs. 

.  Three  drowned  in  Texas  on  Mon¬ 
day,  and  two  others  were  missing  in 
floodwaters  surging  around  San 
Antonio. 


The  barrage  of  twisters  continued 
Sunday  and  Monday,  with  six  hitting 
rural  areas  in  Oklahoma,  five  in 
Texas,  two  in  North  Dakota  arid  one 
in  Illinois.  Some  homes  and  farm 
buildings  were  destroyed. 

In  Wichita  Falls,  Texas,  where 
floods  last  week  had  chased  about 
5,000  people  from  their  homes,  500 
people  remained  homeless.  About  60 
who  had  returned  home  went  back  to 
a  Red  Cross  emergency  shelter  Mon¬ 
day  morning  as  a  flood  warning  was 
posted. 

About  600  were  evacuated  in  King¬ 
fisher,  Okla. ,  as  that  city  of 4,000  resi¬ 
dents,  about  25  miles  northwest  of 
Oklahoma  City,  suffered  its  worst 
flooding  in  25  years.  Officials  esti¬ 
mated  the  water  to  be  6-to-8-feet 
deep  in  city  streets. 

Howard  Watson,  director  of  Civil 


Defense  in  Kingfisher,  said,  “There 
were  lots  of  people  who  didn’t  get  out 
last  night  when  we  warned  them,  and 
now  they’re  stranded  in  the  upstairs 
of  their  homes,  dining  room  tables,  or 
somethihg  like  that.” 

Watson  said  that  150  evacuees 
were  housed  at  a  temporary  shelter 
set  up  by  the  Red  Cross  in  the  town’s 
Memorial  Hall.  The  rest  moved  in 
with  relatives  and  friends. 

“All  the  houses  look  like  little  is¬ 
lands,”  Watson  said,  “and  there’s  2  or 
3  feet  of  water  in  the  houses  now.” 

Thunderstorms  bringing  hail, 
heavy  rain  and  high  winds  also  hit 
Missouri.  In  Kansas  City,  Mo. ,  about 
50  policemen  and  firefighters  worked 
for  three  hours  before  rescuing  14 
canoeists  after  their  boats  overturned 
in  the  Blue  River,  which  crested  at  15 
feet  over  flood  stage.

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Red  jellybeans  tell  tale 


Reagan:  candidacy  or  no? 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  At  a  recent 
Washington  cocktail  party,  each  of  the  70 
guests  was  handed  a  red  jellybean  and 
asked  to  deposit  it  in  one  of  two  glass  jars. 
One  jar  was  labeled  “He  Runs,”  the  other, 
“He  Runs  Not.” 

No  one  needed  further  explanation.  For 
one  of  the  hottest  guessing  games  in  town 
is  whether  Ronald  Reagan  will  seek 
another  term  as  president. 

Election  Day  is  214  years  away,  and 
chances  are,  even  the  president  doesn’t 
know  for  sure. 

The  political  and  economic  conditions 
that  will  prevail  in  1984  are  impossible  to 
predict.  But  Washington  without  specula¬ 
tion  would  be  like  Reno  without  blackjack, 
so  the  guessing  is  fast  and  furious. 

The  party  guests  included  VIPs  from 
the  White  House  and  Capitol  Hill,  Repub¬ 
licans  and  Democrats,  political  analysts 
and  reporters.  When  their  jellybean  bal¬ 
lots  were  cast,  the  vote  was  3-to-l  that 
Reagan  will  not  seek  another  term. 

“It  was  apparent  from  early  on  in  the 
evening  which  jar  was  filling  up  faster,” 


said  party  host  Marty  Plissner,  who  is 
political  editor  at  CBS  news  in 
Washington. 

The  “He  Runs”  camp  generally  argues 
that  it  is  unlikely  that  the  president  will 
accomplish  his  goals  of  reshaping  govern¬ 
ment  in  four  years,  that  Reagan  is  a  heal¬ 
thy  man  who  will  stay  until  the  job  is  done. 
These  people  are  usually  happy  to  be 
quoted  by  name. 

“I  definitely  think  he’ll  run,  though  a  lot 
can  change  in  two  years,”  said  Nancy 
Reynolds,  a  close  friend  of  the  Reagans 
and  a  vice  president  of  The  Bendix  Corp. 
“The  Reagans  are  settling  in,  and  if  the 
president  feels  he  has  a  job  to  finish,  he 
will  (run.)” 

Sen.  Paul  Laxalt,  R-Nev.,  another  close 
friend  of  the  Reagans,  put  it  this  way:  “I 
hope  the  president  sees  fit,  Lord  willing 
and  all  that,  to  run  for  a  second  term.  It’s 
apparent  from  the  magnitude  of  the  prob¬ 
lems  we  have  here  that  it  will  take  at  least 
that  long.” 

Richard  S.  Williamson,  White  Hopse 
strategist  for  the  “new  federalism”  prog¬ 


ram,  predicted  that  Reagan  will  not  make 
his  decision  for  another  15  months. 

“If  his  economic  recovery  plan  is  in  place 
and  he  has  reasserted  world  leadership 
and  been  successful  with  the  new  federal¬ 
ism,  if  all  is  done  in  fulfilling  his  dreams,  he 
won’t  run  again,”  Williamson  said.  “He  is 
more  likely  to  run  if  he  feels  the  job  is 
undone.” 

Of  course,  there  is  sound  reason  for 
Reagan  supporters  to  cast  the  “He  Runs” 
ballot.  In  Williamson’s  words,  “To  make 
him  a  lame  duck  wouldn’t  help.” 

The  president  will  be  73  years  old  in 
1984  and,  as  one  White  House  insider  said, 
off  the  record,  “that  plays  a  factor.”  They 
point  also  to  the  tightened  security  mea¬ 
sures  since  the  assassination  attempt  14 
months  ago  and  say  Reagan  sometimes 
feels  cut  off  from  his  friends. 

Those  in  the  “He  Runs  Not”  camp  argue 
that  public  support  for  Reagan’s  policies  is 
eroding,  that  even  Americans  who  voted 
for  Reagan  are  less  enthusiastic  about  his 
economic  program  as  high  unemployment, 
federal  budget  deficits  and  high  interest 
rates  persist.

Air  Force  missile 
to  receive  testing 


DUGWAY  PROVING  GROUNDS,  Utah  (AP) 
—  The  Air  Force  this  week  will  test  fire  a  ground- 
launched  Tomahawk  cruise  missile,  a  low-flying 
weapon  picked  to  become  the  mainstay  of  the 
NATO  arsenal  by  1983.

WASHINGTON  (AP)V  Although 
John  W.  Hinckley  Jr.,  went  to  the 
Hilton  Hotel  with  thoughts  of  killing 
President  Reagan  and  with  a  gun  in 
his  pocket,  “it  was  the  impulse  of  the 
moment”  that  caused  him  to  pull  the 
trigger,  a  psychiatrist  testified 
Monday. 

“The  pressure  of  time  may  have  tip¬ 
ped  the  balance,”  said  Dr.  William  T. 
Carpenter. 

Through  a  day  of  tough  cross- 
examination  by  prosecutor  Roger  M. 
Adelman,  the  psychiatrist  insisted 


that  the  shooting  “was  not  a  clear  de¬ 
cision-making  process.” 

Rather,  said  Carpenter,  “he’s 
there,  living  out  an  experience.”

A  young  man’s  journey  into  his 
childhood  memories  reveals  the  com¬ 
plexity  of  understanding  family  rela¬ 
tionships  in  the  BYU  production  of 
“Still  the  Mountain  Wind,”  now  play¬ 
ing  in  the  Margetts  JArena  Theater, 
HFAC 

“Still  the  Mountain  Wind,”  written 
by  David  L.  Wright  and  directed  by 
Charles  Whitman,  combines  flowing 
poetic  images  with  subtly  exposed 
feelings  to  present  an  emotional 
drama. 

The  play  revolves  around  Alvin, 
played  by  Russell  D.  Lowder,  a 
young  man  who  returns  to  the  moun¬ 
tains  of  his  southern  Idaho  home  to 
try  to  resolve  his  confusion  concern¬ 
ing  the  death  of  his  older  brother, 
Rich. 

As  Alvin  attempts  to  unravel  the 
past,  his  struggle  to  understand  the 
thinking  of  his  family  subtly  reveals  a 
deeper  crisis  —  a  conflict  in  his  own 
religious  beliefs  and  relationship  with

*  The  stage  setting  is  simple;  three 
y  black  ramps  create  a  rectangular  plat- 
|J  form  on  which  the  action  revolves, 
ft  Alvin  is  the  main  focus  and  introduces 
%  the  other  characters  through  his 
memories  of  them.  He  is  always  pre¬ 
sent  on  stage  as  he  observes  the  re¬ 
play  of  events  through  his  childhood 
eyes. 

There  is  no  physical  contact  be¬ 


tween  any  of  the  characters  during 
the  play;  the  players  often  act  out 
their  roles  in  identical  situations  on 
opposite  ends  of  the  stage,  facing 
away  from  each  other.  This  gives  the 
audience  a  chance  to  look  at  each  indi¬ 
vidual  seperately  during  a  scene. 

Lowder’s  role  is  complex  as  he  tries 
to  tie  together  the  events  and  rela¬ 
tionships  between  the  other  charac¬ 
ters  while  moving  between  the  role  of 
Alvin,  the  child,  and  Alvin,  the  adult. 

Bret  Liljenquist  portrays  Rich,  the 
older  brother  whose  death  profoundly 
affects  his  circle  of  family  and  friends. 

Liljenquist’s  performance  gives  the 
greatest  strength  to  the  production; 
every  action  breathes  life  into  his 
character,  creating  an  overwhelming 
sense  personal  loss  at  his  death  for  the 
others  on  stage  and  for  the  audience. 

The  majority  of  Rich’s  personality 
is  revealed  through  his  relationships 
with  the  other  characters,  especially 
with  two  girls,  Gloria  Glenn,  played 
by  Diane  Jefferson,  and  Jean 
Richards,  played  by  Michele  Au¬ 
gustus. 

Jefferson  is  especially  effective  in 
the  role  of  Gloria,  portraying  with 
candor  the  simple-minded  girl. 

The  play’s  potential  success  is 
based  on  its  ability  to  evoke  a  person¬ 
al  response  from  deep  within  each  in¬ 
dividual.  Its  weakness  is  that  it  leaves 
the  audience  to  summarize  its  own 
reactions  to  the  events  in  the  charac¬ 
ters’ lives.

'Gramps'  Nielsen: 
Y's  unsung  hurler

Before  the  1982  baseball  season  be¬ 
gan,  it  was  known  that  BYU  would 
have  a  powerful  pitching  staff .  .  .  the 
surprise  came  when  pitcher  Scott 
Nielsen  took  the  mound  and  ended  up 
with  the  best  record  in  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference. 

Nielsen,  BYU’s  only  undefeated 
pitcher,  boosted  his  wins  to  10  after 
his  May  8  victory  over  Utah.  “He  has 
the  most  wins  with  no  losses  of  any 
pitcher  in  the  WAC,”  said  pitching 
coach  Bob  Noel. 

With  an  ERA  of  2.48,  Nielsen’s 
performances  this  season  have  clin¬ 
ched  him  a  position  on  the  All-WAC 
team. 

“He  deserved  to  be  All-WAC  —  he 
is  undefeated,”  said  head  coach  Gary 
Pullins.  “He  was  the  most  dominating 
force  in  the  WAC.” 

Nielsen  has  risen  to  the  top  of 
BYU’s  pitching  corps.  Pullins  said  his 
improvement  is  one  of  the  great  suc¬ 
cess  stories  this  season. 

A  Tacoma,  Wash.,  native,  Nielsen 
came  to  BYU  in  1977  on  a  baseball 
scholarship  after  turning  down  a 
quarterback  position  at  Air  Force 
Academy. 

Although  he  pitched  for  the  varsity 
team  as  a  freshman,  a  pre-season  in¬ 
jury  excluded  him  from  active  play  his 
sophomore  year. 

He  then  served  an  LDS  mission  in 
Argentina  and  redshirted  upon  his  re¬ 
turn  last  season.  At  24,  he  is  the  old¬ 
est  member  on  the  team  and  has  been 
nicknamed  “Grandpa”  by  his  team¬ 
mates. 

Nielsen,  No.  16  for  the  Cougars, 
said  his  confidence  has  improved  this 
season.  “One  thing  that  has  really 
helped  me  is  having  more  experience 
on  the  mound.  I  feel  I  could  go  out 
there  and  pitch  against  any  team,”  he 


The  6-foot-l  junior  attributes  his 
comeback  to  the  guidance  of  Noel. 
“He  has  helped  me  to  develop  a  slider, 
and  that  has  made  me  a  more  effective 
pitcher,”  said  Nielsen. 

Nielsen,  who  averages  six  strike¬ 
outs  a  game,  said  pitching  is  more 
mental  practice  than  anything  else. 

“I  do  a  lot  of  thinking  before  games. 
I  go  over  in  my  mind  the  kinds  of 
hitters  I’ll  be  pitching  to  and  the 
pitches  that  will  be  most  effective 
against  them,”  Nielsen  said. 

“Scotty  thinks  when  he’s  on  the 
mound.  He  has  all  the  tools  and  now 
he  knows  it,  and  that  is  why  he  has 
had  an  exceptional  season,”  Pullins 
said. 

“I  set  a  goal  to  be  ready  when  called 
upon,”  said  Nielsen.  “A  lot  of  baseball 
players  don’t,  and  it  shows  in  their 
performance.” 

Nielsen,  a  business  management 
major,  plans  to  graduate  in  April. 
Although  he  is  eligible  for  another 
season  at  BYU,  the  professional  draft 
looms  as  a  possibility. 

“I  would  like  to  be  drafted/’ 
Nielsen  said.  “I’d  like  to  give  it  a  shot 
to  see  how  I’d  do  in  the  pro  ranks.  I’m 
not  expecting  — just  hoping.” 

A  major  disadvantage  in  Nielsen’s 
future  with  a  professional  team  is  his

Mike  Codiga  and  Ola  Hallgren, 
BYU’s  top  tennis  duo,  qualified  with 
31  other  top  doubles  teams  in  the 
country  to  compete  at  the  NCAA 
Tennis  Championships  in  Athens, 
Ga.,  which  begin  Sunday. 

Ola  Hallgren,  BYU’s  No.  1  player 
and  the  Western  Athletic  Conference 
singles  champion,  will  also  be  testing 
his  skills  against  the  nation’s  finest 
collegiate  singles  players  in  the  eight- 
day  tournament. 

Hallgren,  a  junior  from  Umea, 
Sweden,  majoring  in  business  man¬ 
agement,  has  scored  several  impress¬ 
ive  victories  over  a  number  of  highly 
ranked  players  and  has  won  five 
Swedish  junior  championships. 

Hallgren  said  playing  in  the  NCAA 
championships  will  perhaps  be  one  of 
the  most  exciting  tournaments  of  his 
career. 

According  to  Hallgren,'  the  NCAA 
titles  are  up  for  grabs. 

“If  we  play  really  well,  we  have  a 
good  chance  of  winning.  It  comes 
down  to  who  is  having  the  best  week, 
because  all  64  players  who  are  there 
are  so  good  that  if  one  is  really  hot  for 
one  week,  he  could  almost  win  the 
entire  thing.” 

Hallgren  said  his  game  has  finally 
come  together.  “This,  combined  with 
winning  the  WAC,  has  boosted  my 
confidence  and  will  really  help  me 
going  into  the'NCAA  Cham¬ 
pionships,”  he  said. 

Hallgren  has  recently  been  plagued 
with  shin  splints  that  have  restricted 
his  practice  time  in  preparation  for 
the  NCAA  tournament.  He  has  been 
receiving  treatment  from  the  -team 
trainer,  however,  and  feels  confident 
that  his  condition  will  not  hinder  his 
tourney  performance. 

Mike  Codiga,  captain  and  senior 


member  of  the  BYU  men’s  tennis 
team,  will  end  his  collegiate  career 
after  the  NCAA  tournament. 

Codiga,  a  senior  from  Modesto, 
Calif.,  majoring  in  physical  educa¬ 
tion,  transferred  to  BYU  from  Cana¬ 
da  College  in  California,  where  he  had 
a  20-5  record  in  doubles  play,  arid  was 
northern  California’s  junior-college 
doubles  champion. 

Codiga  will  team  with  Hallgren  in 
doubles  competition,  and  according  to 
Codiga,  he  and  Hallgren  are  perhaps 
the  best  doubles  team  in  the  WAC. 

“I  think  if  we  play  up  to  our  ability 
we  will  hopefully  receive  All- 
American  honors  and  maybe  even  go 
further  than  that.” 

Codiga  said  his  primary  goal  is  to 
win  the  NCAA  championship,  and  his 
second  goal  is  to  win  All-America 
honors. 

“We  have  the  capabilities,”  Codiga 
said,  “We’ve  beaten  some  really  great 
teams,  teams  that  also  are  capable  of 
going  all  the  way.”  . 

Hallgren  and  Codiga  left  for 
Athens  on  Saturday,  and  will  be  prac¬ 
ticing  to  fine-tune  theirgames  before 
the  tournament  begins. 

After  the  NCAA  championships, 
Hallgren  and  Codiga  will  travel  the 
professional  circuit  for  six  weeks  in 
France  and  Holland. 

Codiga  will  then  continue  to  pursue 
.a  professional  tennis  career,  he  said.

OPEC  holds  production  down 


CARACAS,  Venezuela  (AP)  —  OPEC’s  president  said  Mon¬ 
day  the  cartel  is  holding  its  total  oil  production  substantially 
below  17.5  million  barrels  a  day,  the  ceiling  set  two  months  ago  as 
the  group  sought  to  regain  control ,  over  world  oil  markets. 


And  OPEC’s  secretary-general  repeated  earlier  statements 
that  the  Organization  of  Petroleum  Exporting  Countries  would 
not  cut  oil  prices  at  its  semi-annual  meeting  Thursday  in  Quito, 
Ecuador. 


Informal  consultations  were  under  way  here  Monday  to  formu¬ 
late  pricing  and  production  recommendations  for  the  Ecuador 


OPEC  President  Mana  Saeed  Oteiba,  oil  minister  of  the  Un¬ 
ited  Arab  Emirates,  said  the  cartel  was  producing  “something 
like”  16  million  barrels  a  day  and  that  OPEC  was  committed  to 
holding  down  production  to  push  prices  higher. 

Oteiba  and  other  OPEC  oil  ministers  met  informally  while 
delegations,  representing  all  13  members,  huddled  in  a  Caracas 
hotel  to  discuss  conditions  in  the  world  oil  markets.  Oteiba  is  the 
head  of  a  special  OPEC  committee  created  to  monitor  market 
conditions  and  to  assess  whether  all  OPEC  members  are  adher¬ 
ing  to  production  quotas  agreed  on  March  20  in  Vienna,  Austria. 

In  April,  Oteiba  said  OPEC  production  was  running  at  15.8 
million  barrels  a  day,  the  lowest  in  more  than  a  decade.

He 
said  if  these  laws  are  not 
easily  enforced,  then 
new  laws  ought  to  be 
passed  that  would  allow 
for  better  enforcement. 

If  trade  laws  were  en¬ 
forced,  Bollow  said, 
they  would  allow  for  a 
fair  market,  and  Geneva 
could  compete.  The 
Citizen  Coalition  of 
Utah  County  has  been 
working  diligently  to 
gain  support  in  better 
enforcement  of  federal 
trade  laws,  he  said. 

Bollow  said  a  “bad  re- 
cession”  is  hurting 
Geneva  and  is  being  au¬ 
gmented  by  a  surge  of 
steel  imports  to  the 
West  Coast  market. 

Instead  of  using  steel 
from  Geneva,  California 
is  getting  60  percent  of 
its  steel  from  imports, 
he  said.  This  import 
dumping  of  steel  has 
made  it  difficult  for 
steel-making  factories, 
such  as  Geneva  Works, 
to  compete. 

Yet  despite  competi¬ 
tion  barriers  caused  by 
the  recession  and  by 
steel-import  dumping 
practices  by  foreign 
countries,  Geneva  anti¬ 
cipates  increased  activ¬ 
ity  in  the  future,  Bollow 


announced  in  April.  : 

He  said  this  facility 
would  increase  the  mar¬ 
ket  for  sheet-coiled  steel  .1 
produced  at  Utah’s  ’ 
Geneva  Works.  The  ex-N 
pansion  is  expected  to 
be  completed  by  April 
1983.,  . 

There  are  approx¬ 
imately  1,500  people  laid 
off  at  Geneva  Works, 
Bollow  said.  There  are 
around  3,400  people 
working  as  compared  to 
the  maximum  employ¬ 
ment  of  4,900  workers, 
he  said. 

Geneva  does  not  anti¬ 
cipate  any  changes  in 
the  level  of  employment 
in  the  near  future,  Bol¬ 
low  said.  Steel  orders 
determine  plant  opera-  . 
tion,  but  the  market  de¬ 
termines  production. 

A  healthier  market 
will  evolve  when  the  re¬ 
cession  begins  to  ease 
and  when  harder  en¬ 
forcement  of  federal 
trade  laws  are  enacted, 
he  said.  Production  will 
then  increase,,  which 
will  result  in  a  higher 
rate  of  employment  at 
Geneva.
